During the three weeks ended August 1, 1914, plague and typhus 
fever were notified in Japan as follows: Tokyo — Plague, 7 cases, 
with 4 deaths; typhus fever, 19 cases. Yokohama — Plague, 1 case, 
with 1 death ; typhus fever, 2 cases, with 1 death. 

ZANZIBAR. 

Plague-Infected Rats — Zanzibar. 

During the period from June 22 to 30, 1914, 1,339 rats were col- 
lected in Zanzibar, Zanzibar. Of this number, 1,256 were examined 
for plague infection. Three rats were found to be plague infected.
